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Explains (Why the Bible| 
Of Verbally Inspired 


. (The following article by Rev. J. G. 
Garth appeared in The Charlotte 
Observer, Sunday, June 20, 1943.) 


Up until Higher Criticism began to 
disturb the church, the view of the 
inspiration of the Holy Scriptures was 
that the Bible was a supernaturally 
inspired volume in all of its sixty-six 
,00ks, that it was plenarily, fully in- 

ired in thought and words in such 
a way that it was the Word of God 
delivered directly to holy men of God 
who taught as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost. 

For many centuries, in fact until 
Spinoza, the father of modern pan- 
theism, in 1670, almost the only writer 
of early time who questioned the ac- 
curacy and authorship of the books 
of the Bible, was Porphyry, who lived 
233-305 A.D. Porphyry, a Greek philo- 
sopher, was not a Christian. Spinoza 
was a Jew who assigned the Mosaic 
writings to the time of Ezra. 

A little after Spinoza came Jean 
Astruc, in 1634, the Frenchman who 
proposed the theory that the Penta- 
teuch was composed of different 
documents, named according to their 
use of Jehovah and Elohim, the titles 
of God. 

These were the beginnings of 
Higher Criticism. We haven’t time to 
trace these developments fully, but 
suffice it to say that it culminated in 
Graf-Wellhausen, two German pro- 
fessors, who claimed that the Mosaic 
ritual and legislation originated in 
the time of prophets and after the 
Exile. 

Higher Criticism migrated from 
Germany to England and Scotland, 
and finally to America. Their main 
idea is that there is no supernatural 
providence over the Word of God, and 
that it is merely a human document 
and growth. It is not the purpose of 


this article to refute these criticisms . 


of the Bible, but to state the orthodox 
view of the Bible as the inspired Word 
of God. 

The latest phase of the critics of 
the Bible is not to deny its superna- 
tural character, but to deny its verbal 
inspiration. They say that in this Holy 
Book the Word of God resides, but not 
in its language so much as its 
thought, and that the Holy Spirit re- 
veals God’s truth to men as He illumi- 
nates them one by one. In other 
words, the Bible is not the Word of 
God but merely contains it in a gen- 
eral sense. The Bible, they say, is the 
infallible rule of faith and practice, 
but is not inerrant. This seems a con- 
tradiction to this writer, who believes 
that the Bible is the infallible Word 
of God and that it does not err in any 
of its statements of doctrine, fact or 
precept. 

To throw doubt on the Bible as the 
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Word of God has tragic results. The 
world believes that it is the Word of 
God revealed to man for his obe- 
dience. Rob it of its supernaturalness, 
its infallibility and its inerrancy, and 
it becomes just another good book, 
but without authority for men. Then 
man in his sinful nature overthrows 
God as his Lord and rejects Christ as 
his Savior. 
VERBAL INSPIRATION 

The orthodox view of the Bible is 
that the original documents, written 
by Moses, Samuel, David, Isaiah, 
Daniel, Matthew, Mark, Luke, John, 
Paul, Peter, James and Jude and all 
the rest, were verbally inspired, that 
is, the Holy Spirit guided these forty 
or more writers during 1,600 years, to 
write down what God wanted man 
to know for his faith and practice, 
and especially for his salvation from 
sin. The Spirit did not use these 
writers as machines, but employed 





their personal qualities. He revealed 
to them the will of God in those 
things impossible to be known other- 
wise, and enabled them to use tradi- 
tions, documents and history in such 
a way that they wrote down what God 
chose for them to write, not only in 
God’s thoughts, but in the words He 
approved of, so that if we could arrive 
at the very words of these original 
documents, we would discover not 
only God’s thoughts, but God’s words 
as well. 

Sometimes one who is not con- 
vinced of the verbal inspiration of 
the Bible, when asked if he accepts 
that view, will facetiously reply, he 
does not know that the original doc- 
uments were inspired in their words, 
because he never saw them. That of 






course is true, but he never saw God 
either, or Christ, and yet he believes 
the record of them. 


The idea of verbal inspiration is 
that the Word of God is so important, 
that we must lave an infallible, in- 
errant record of God’s will, and that 
if we could reach the original docu- 
ments we would find them verbally 
inspired. And that is exactly what 
textual criticism of the Bible is at- 
tempting to do. It is admitted that 
verbal inspiration has its difficulties, 
but they are not insuperable. 

Textual criticism of the Bible is the 
Study of the manuscripts of the Bi- 
ble. Of course, the original documents 
long ago disappeared, but there are 
over 4,000 manuscripts of the New 
Testament, and the Old Testament 
has been preserved for us in a re- 
markably accurate manner, though 
the oldest manuscript dates only to 
1015 A.D. 

THE MANUSCRIPTS 

_Of course, as we announce our con- 
viction of the verbal inspiration of 
the Scripture, we must reckon on 
what we call the canon of scripture, 
that is, we must fix on those books 
that belong to the class of inspired 
writings. This canon, according to 
the Protestant view, consists of the 
thirty-nine books of the Old Testa- 
ment and the twenty-seven books of 
the New Testament. The books known 
as the Apocrypha have never been ac- 
cepted by Protestants as inspired. The 
Roman Church does accept them as 
inspired. 

The canon of scripture was fixed 
at the Council of Carthage in 397, 
led by Augustine, though this great 
Christian leader accepted the Apoc- 
rypha. When the Reformation under 
Luther came, the Protestants rejected 
the Apocrypha. The reason for the 
thirty-nine books is that they consti- 
tuted the Bible as approved by Jesus 
Christ. The twenty-seven books of 
the New Testament are approved be- 
cause they were written by the apos- 
tles, or those endorsed by the apostles, 
James and Jude. Our contention 
then is that there is a Holy Book 
whose writings are God-breathed, 
verbally inspired, sent down from 
heaven for our faith and practice. 
And as we examine the ancient man- 
uscripts of these writings, divesting 
them of errors of transcription, we 
approach the Word of God. 

Of course, the original autographs 
are lost, beyond recovery, and God 
has not inspired the copyists, who 
transcribed the original books and 
their copies. The Bible is a divine and 
human book, as Christ was divine and 
human. As Philip Schaff says in his 
introduction to the Greek New Testa- 
ment of Westcott and Hort, recog-

Our part in the war is not to build 
up a prejudice by criticism that will 
permanently injure and hinder both 
missionary and church activities after 
the war is over. “Our part” is to 
preach the simple truth of the gospel 
and to set, like our Lord, a new and 
high standard of Christian service 
and love. Never before has the church 
faced a greater opportunity, nor yet 
a more critical period. The American 
home is being thrown out of balance 
by moving into new and war centers, 
also by women leaving the home tor 
war service and factory work.

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Che Purpose of the Cross of Christ

Friends, I shall attempt to explain 
the purpose of the cross. Why did 
Jesus die? Yes, why should the “alto- 
gether lovely,” the marvellous Mes- 
siah, suffer for you and me?

There is 
in the cross itself much significance. 

1. The cross is formed by crossing 
out I, and so we must put the will of 
God and our duty to our brethren and 
fellow men first.

2. The cross can be regarded as a 


plus, for we receive much for a life 
submissive to the divine will. 

3. The cross arm of the cross re- 
minds us of everlasting arms that 
clasp and protect the Christian from 
all harm. 

4. The upright of the cross points 
from earth to glory via the one way, 
the straight way, through Jesus. 

5. The whole represents suffering 
and death, for the old nature must die 
to make for a change of heart that 
makes for peace and righteousness. 

The Bible says, “Be not conformed 
to this world, but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind.” One 
hanging upon a cross was regarded as 
cursed and despised. The persecutors 
showed their contempt for the only 
Son of the Almighty by hanging Him 
between the thieves. Christ was will- 
ing to endure the cross that you and 
I might be redeemed from the curse 
of sin. He, by going the way of the 
earth past trials, tribulations, and 
martyrdoms, proved the right to be 
King indeed. We that follow, follow a 
Guide that has been that way before; 
a Pilot who knows where every dan- 
ger lies, and how to carry us safely 
through ali storms to the safe haven. 

You, I, and everyone have a respon- 
sibility, a cross to bear, while we live. 
That cross may not always seem light 
—it may seem heavy at times. There 
stands One ready to give you a lift— 
Emmanuel, the experienced One, an 
able and understanding volunteer. 
Call upon One who knows your need 
and He will help you. He said, “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest. 
Take my yoke upon you and learn of 
me; for I am meek and lowly in 

eart: and ye shall find rest unto your 
ouls. For my yoke is easy and my 
burden is light,” Matt. 11:28-30. “I 
can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me,” Phil. 4:18. 
With God nothing is impossible. 
Knock and it shall be opened unto 
you; seek and ye shall find. 

Every human, since Adam and Eve, 
was born with the nature of sin in his 
flesh. This nature, called the flesh and 
carnality, made it necessary for the 
crucifixion. Many dispensations had 
failed to turn mankind to righteous- 
ness, so the Lamb of God died for sin- 
ners. In Eden, God was Landlord to 
Adam; thozgh a Spirit, He was very 
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near. No doubt, in such a peaceful 
garden, Adam must have regarded the 
Creator as an all-wise Friend, but 
God’s influence over Adam must have 
been more like a personal influence, 
because when Adam and Eve got out 
of sight, they disobeyed that influence 
and fell. 

Moses was a great personal leader, 
but Israel, not being earnest, failed 
to follow with him. They, because of 
carnality, fell. 

Elijah was a great man; God 
wrought through him many mighty 
works, but few followed with him in 
the straight way. All down the ages, 
men, because of lack of sincerity, al- 
though they put on great shows of 
benevolence, have failed to yield 
their minds and members entirely to 
righteousness. The heart and mind 
mean a lot. You speak of the right- 
eousness of Christ. What was it—the 
acts He did? Guess again—it was His 
divine nature, and through that He 
was able to do that which He did. By 
His trials, death, resurrection and as- 
cension, Christ condemned sin in the 
flesh, and made possible your cleans- 
ing from the guilt and power of sin. 

He went away from the sight of our 
natural eyes that you and I might 
know—not a natural leader—but One 
who gives spiritual birth and power, 
which enables us to worship God in 
spirit and in truth, just as Christ told 
the Samaritan woman we should wor- 
ship. John 4:23. 


“Whereby are given unto us exceed- 
ing great and precious promises: that 
by these ye might be partakers of the 
divine nature, having escaped the cor- 
ruption that is in the world through 
lust,” 2° Peter 1:4. The old nature 
must die because it is alienated from 
God. We have examples of the old na- 
ture set forth in Galatians 5:19-21. 
“Now the works of the flesh are man- 
ifest, which are these: adultery, for- 
nication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 
idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, vari- 
ance, emulations, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, envyings, murders, 
drunkenness, revellings, and such like: 
of the which I tell you before as I have 
also told you in times past, that they 
which do such things shall not inherit 
the kingdom of God.” Romans 8:7, 
“The carnal mind is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can be.” 
2 Corinthians 2:14, “The natural man 
receiveth not the things of the Spirit 
of God: neither can he know them, 
because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” 2 Corinthians 4:3, “But if the 
gospel be hid, it is hid to them that 
are lost.” What of sin? Does it matter 
if we sin? Read the judgment of sin 
in Revelation 20:11-15. 

“Whereas ye know not what shall 
be on the morrow. What is your life? 
It is even a vapour that appeareth for 
a little time and then vanisheth 
away,” James 4:14. “For what shall it 
profit.a man, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul? or what 


shall a man give in exchange for his 
soul?” Mark 8:36, 37. If we forsake sin, 
what shall it profit? “Him that com- 
eth to me I will in no wise cast out,” 
John 6:37. “He that overcometh, the 
same shall be clothed in white rai- 
ment; and I will not blot out his name 
out of the book of life, but I will con- 
fess his name before my Father and 
before his angels,” Rev. 3:5. “Thou 
shalt keep him in perfect peace whose 
mind is stayed on thee,” {sa. 26:3. 
“Blessed are the pure in heart, for 
they shall see God,” Matt. 5:8. Other 
rewards too great to comprehend are 
ae in Rev. 7:15-17 and 1 Cor. 


Sinner, how can you attain all these 
things—forgiveness of sins, rescue 
from evil and hateful habits, joy, 
peace and rest in your soul, God’s ten- 
der care and protection, and everlast- 
ing life? Hear Him! There’s life in 
the Word, there’s power in the blood. 
God is disinterested in your past life 
when you yield to Him, regardless of 
how black it may have been. Forgive- 
ness awaits you. When the wicked 
woman was brought before Him, He 
did not throw stones at her, nor con- 
demn her to death, but seeing she re- 
pented, He forgave her freely. If you 
hold to sin, the wages of sin is death. 
Come to Him for forgiveness and 
salvation. Perhaps you think you can- 
not live godly if you come, and you 
cannot in your own power; but by 
God’s grace and power you can.

It takes a touch of heaven 
to bring forth. Pray that God will 
send that touch—go to a church 
where the blessings of God are fall- 
ing.

“All the ways 
of a man are clean in his own eyes; 
but the Lord weigheth the spirits.

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SANCTIFICATION

All my Christian life I have rebelled 
at the teaching of sanctification. The 
fact, as so many teach it, that the sin 
principle is gone, the root of evil is 
torn out root and branch, the old man 
is dead and buried, and one just can- 
not sin any more, just did not work 
out in practical everyday life! I did 
not deny that occasionally one met 
characters that all this fitted, but my 
soul cried out for a clearer under- 
standing. 

I could not see the point in going 
to the altar to seek deliverance from 
tobacco, picture shows and other 
lusts of the flesh and when you re- 
ceived a blessing, call it sanctifica- 
tion. I wanted something more tangi- 
ble than a blessing. I knew it was 
God’s will for me to be sanctified, for 
Jesus said, “For their sakes I sanctify 
myself that they also might be sanc- 
tified.” And again, “Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God.” I sought God with 
a humble heart to reveal to me the 
work in sanctification and, after years 
of praying and waiting, God through 
the blessed eternal Holy Spirit began 
to reveal to me the great and glorious 
work of sanctification. 

I learned the very important lesson, 
that God has so many great and good 
things to give His children and the 
reason why we don’t have them is be- 
cause we will not empty ourselves so 
we can receive His truths. When a 
vessel is full it can receive nothing 
more, but if we will emvty ourselves 
of ideas and notions and pet theories 
of our own, and come before God an 
empty, hungry soul, God will pour un- 
to us His blessed teachings and only 
just what we can digest at a time. He 
never overstuffs us but feeds and 
nourishes the hungry soul on a bal- 
anced diet. Later He gives us more 
and stronger meat, and our souls leap 
within us in their new growth. 

We leave out and ignore far too 
much the work of the blessed Holy 
Ghost. We like to have Him use us to 
speak in tongues or pray an interces- 
sory prayer, all the time forgetting it 
is the Holy Spirit that leads us out in- 
to God’s great truths. “It is the Spirit 
that quickeneth; the flesh profiteth 
nothing.” So, as we see our failures 
and many, many times our erring 
ways, we learn that we are leaning on 


our own strength instead of the Holy 
Spirit, and when the time comes that 
we hate our ownselves and despise our 
uprisings and downfallings to the ex- 
tent that, like Paul, we cry out from 
a broken heart, “O wretched man that 
I am! who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death?” (oh yes, Paul was 
saved and sanctified and filled with 
the Holy Ghost when he wrote the 
7th chapter of Romans), then the 
dear blessed Holy Spirit who has been 
waiting around so patiently, wanting 
to do something for us, but was hin- 
dered because of our own ideas, comes 
on the scene and begins turning us 
into clay. The hard, stubborn mass of 
humanity begins to soften down and 
becomes yielded and pliable and the 
Master Potter “continues” His great 
work of sanctification that actually 
began at the altar. When the tender 
hands which are moulding the clay 
find sharp stones or other harsh ob- 
jects, He gently but firmly removes 
them. The more the Potter works the 
clay, the more pliable it becomes. The 
time comes when a “vessel can be 
made unto honour, meet for the Mas- 
ter’s use and prepared unto every 
good work.” 

Perhaps, the vessel is almost com- 
pleted, but all at once the clay stiffens 
and becomes entirely unpliable and 
the work of the Potter is ruined. Very 
gently but firmly He breaks down the 
vessel and does His work again. This 
time He works longer with the clay 
and the blessed hands probe for the 
cause of the uprising and then again 
begins the moulding. Oh, it is God 
with the blessed Holy Spirit working 
on the life of the hungry soul who is 
moving on and out into His great 
truths. “Leaving behind the doc- 
trines of repentance from dead works, 
let us go on unto perfection.” 

The Holy Spirit seeks out the soul 
and leads it to the mercy seat where 
sins are given to God and forgiven, 
then the soul is led to give itself over 
to God in the beginning of sanctifica- 
tion and thence to the baptism with 
the Holy Spirit. But oh, friends, it’s 
just the beginning, as God has such 
great and glorious things for His peo- 
ple if we will only become clay in the 
Potter’s hand in the great ending work 
of sanctification.

Henry Drummond, 
scientist and teacher, lived in First 
Corinthians, the thirteenth chapter. 

The Lord’s Prayer is a wonderful 
prayer, a masterpiece of spiritual 
architecture. It reaches from earth to 
heaven, and stretches through the 
eternities. It seems to begin at the lit- 
tle child’s bedside, “Our Father.” It 


n a blaze of that glory that no man 
can approach unto, “for thine is the 
kingdom, the power, and the glory.”

God is looking for somebody to stand 
in the gap as a mighty prince and 
prayer warrior. Without prayer we 
have no hope.

11,12, “And that, knowing the time, 
that now it is high time to awake out 
of sleep: for now is our salvation 
nearer than when we believed. The 
night is far spent, the day is at hand: 
let us therefore cast off the works of 
darkness, and let us put on the ar- 
mour of light.” God is calling for 
wide-awake Christians. We must 
watch for the coming day. Jesus said, 
“And what I say unto you I say unto 
all, Watch.” How blessed to live in our 
time when the sun is soon to rise and 
the day break.

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instead of better, his eyes were swol- 
len shut, he was thirty inches around 
the waist, his fever was 106%, he 
could not even raise his head for a 
drink of water, I gave it to him from 
a spoon. The pastor came and anoint- 
ed him with oil, in the name of the 
Lord, and he began to amend from 
that hour, and was healed. He is still 
healed today, and is married and has 
a little daughter four years old. 

Also the Lord healed the same boy 
of a broken arm when he was twelve, 
and no doctor set it. I did not know 
at the time that it was broken but 
found that out later. It is wonderful 
what God can do for us if we only 
trust Him. 

He healed my oldest daughter of 
appendicitis, and my other children 
of fevers. He healed one girl of ring- 
worm when she had thirty-two places 
on her body. He can heal from a 
corn on the toe to cancer of the 
stomach. That is what He has done 
for me. He has healed my husband 
several times. Why shouldn’t I praise 
Him, and tell it and give honor and 
glory unto His wonderful name! 

He is just the same as when He 
walked the shores of Galilee, doing 
good, healing the sick, casting out 
devils, and raising the dead. Praise 
God for healing in the atonement. 
“Surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows: ... he was 
wounded for our transgressions, he 
was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was upon 
him; and with his stripes we are 
healed,” Isaiah 53:4, 5. 

When they beat Him, it was for our 
healing. All the pain and agony was 
for us. We can reach out and claim 
every promise.

If we are living to please Him, He will 
give us the desires of our heart. 
Let us not doubt but believe. Jesus 
Christ is the same yesterday, today, 
and forever. Let’s come to Him. If you 
are in sin. He can heal your sinsick 
soul, and if you need healing for your 
body, come to Him and believe Him, 
He is still able to heal. “Bless the 
Lord, O my soul: and all within me, 
bless his holy name. Bless the Lord, 
O my soul, and forget not all his bene- 
fits. Who forgiveth all thine iniqui- 
ties, who healeth all thy diseases.” Je- 
sus Christ the same, yesterday, today 
and forever!

(Rev. Morgan has just prepared 
this very brief condensed outline of 
the great original sermon which he 
preached at Petersburg, West Vir- 
ginia, at one of our regular big month- 
ly district fellowship meetings.—

“For we are labourers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry, 
ye are God’s building,” 1 Cor. 3:9. 


WE call your attention to Matt. 

9:36-38. As Jesus was traveling 
from city to city, coming in contact 
with all kinds of people, and all kinds 
of conditions, He was moved with 
compassion (sympathy), and although 
He and His disciples were doing a 
great work, He saw a great need for 
more workers. His compassion was so 
great, and the need so urgent, that 
He told the disciples to, “Pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he will send forth labourers into 
his harvest.” 

“Yes, but,” you say, “conditions are 
different now. We have ministers by 
the thousands, churches on every 
corner, religious programs over the 
air,” etc. Yes, we will agree with you. 
But just take a walk down Main 
Street in your city on Saturday night. 
Study the faces you see, and ask your- 
self this question, “How many of 
these people have been born again?” 
Brother, do this. See if your heart 
doesn’t beat faster, and if you don’t 
have a burning, compassionate desire 
to work more for God. 

I believe the harvest is riper now 
than it ever has been. If this be true, 
let’s equip ourselves for the harvest, 
and get out and do more and greater 
work than we have ever done before. 
Praise the Lord, I feel the pull now. 

During a revival a man became in- 





terested in his neighbor’s soul. Al- 
though they had lived beside each 
other for a number of years, he had 
never talked with him about his soul. 
But now he felt a special burden for 
this man, and every night he would 
go to the altar and pray, “O God, 
touch my neighbor with thy finger.” 
One night while praying, the inner 
voice said, “You are God’s finger.” 


I wonder many times if we, as min- 
isters and members, don’t spend too 
much time calling for God to do 
something that we could do ourselves. 
If we don’t ever show an interest in 
our neighbors, I’m afraid even our 
special revival interest may go un- 
heeded. Remember, we are our broth- 
er’s keeper 


“Well,” you say, “I would like to 
work for God, be a blessing to my 
fellow man, and at the same time 
make my reward greater.” If this is 
your case, here are some thoughts that 
may help you. First, get recognition 
from the employment office. You 
can’t draw your pay until you get your 
name on the pay roll and become an 
employee. Neither can you work for 
God until you become recognized by 
God. This can only be done through 
the blood of Christ. Church member- 
ship won’t do. You need your name 
recorded in the Lamb’s book of life. 
Second, find your place. Many good 
and precious ministers, Sunday School 
superintendents, Sunday School 
teachers, choir directors, etc., have 
been wonderfully saved but go through 
life and never find their place. 

Third, get in YOUR place. It doesn’t 
matter what your qualifications are; 
you may be wonderfully saved, you 
may possess an unusual ability, you 
may find your place; but, Brother, you 
will never amount to anything for 
God or yourself until you get in YOUR 
place. Many valuable lives have been 
wasted and many churches ruined 
because many people after finding 
their place wouldn’t get in it and stay 
in it. 

Fourth, mind the boss. Brother 
Sister, if you have come to the place 
where you will no longer take instruc- 
tions, you are too far advanced for 
God to use you. 

It is true our talents differ, we can- 
not all do the same thing, but let us 
roll up our sleeves and decide we are 
going to do something. 

Years ago my father owned a large 
team that he used in his sawmill bus- 
iness, and many times I have seen 
those horses lean against each other 
while pulling a heavy log through a 
deep ditch or some close place. Come 
on, Saints, let’s pull together, let’s 
stand together, let’s live together, and 
let’s all be WORKERS TOGETHER. 








NAVY 


WASHINGTON — Navy men who 
command, line officers responsible 
for the lives and conduct of their 
men, often show a deep and abiding 
regard for the spiritual lives of their 
men. In the case of smaller vessels 
unable to carry chaplains, these offi- 
cers frequently arrange for informal 
services, conduct burials at sea when 
a navy chaplain is not available, or 
cooperate with other officers or men 
aboard in providing divine services. ; 


Vivid accounts of how two such of- 
ficers regard the religious aspects of 
their command were reported recent- 
ly from the battle zone. 

One tells how Commander Harry D. 
Power, U.S.N., the day before Ameri- 
can Marines landed on Guadalcanal, 
solved the problem of offering up the 
traditional prayer by the captain of 
a ship before his crew goes into battle. 

As commanding officer of a large 
vessel, his responsibilities included 
delivery of supplies and ammunition 
to troops fighting their way up the 
island beaches. Fire from shore in- 
stallations and aircraft would make it

impossible to assemble his men for 
prayers. In order that the prayers 
might not be omitted, Captain Power 
ordered multigraphed copies of “The 
Prayer To Be Said Before a Fight at 
Sea Against Any Enemy.” In it he 
asked, “Tonight won’t you join me in 
the following prayer for our success 
tomorrow? Make everything right in 
your heart, and you have nothing to 
be afraid of.” The prayer follows: 


“O most powerful and glorious Lord 
God, the Lord of hosts, that rulest and 
commandest all things; Thou sittest 
in the throne judging right, and 
therefore we make our address to Thy 
Divine Majesty in this our necessity, 
that Thou wouldst take the cause in- 


’ to Thine Own Hand, and judge be- 


tween us and our enemies. Stir up Thy 
strength, O Lord, and come and help 
us; for Thou givest not always the 
battle to the strong, but canst save 
by many or by few. Oh, let not our sins 
now cry against us for vengeance; but 
hear us, Thy poor servants, begging 
mercy and imploring Thy help, and 
that Thou wouldst be a defense unto 


us against the face of the enemy. 
Make it appear that Thou art our 
Savior and mighty Deliverer, through 
Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen.” 

Captain Power’s ship went into 
battle next day, and though the con- 
voy in which it served was attacked 
time and again, his vessel came 
through unscathed with not a man 
injured. 

In another report from “somewhere 
at sea,” Captain Ben K. Weatherwax, 
U.S. M. C., recently wrote: “When 
chaplains were assigned, our ship 
missed out, and for the weeks that we 
have been at sea, the men in this 
command have been without benefit 
of clergy . . . those who wished to ob- 
serve Sundays had gathered on the 
after-deck to sing a few hymns and 
read a few verses of Scripture. And so 
it might have been on this Sunday, 
had things been on schedule.” Then 
he told how the men stood their sta- 
tions through a night when action was 
expected momentarily, ready for any 
eventuality—how an electric tension 
hung over the ship as it sped through 
the darkness. 

Captain Weatherwax continued: “I

Printing was in- 
venied py Guvenourg apouc 14ouU, but 
ManuscriptS were sull aependedad on 
tor iuu years alterwards. 

The two oldest manuscripts of the 
New Testament are tne sinaitic and 
tne Vaulcan. ‘l'ne Sinaiclc Manuscript 
Was discovered in a convent on Mt. 
Sinai py ‘lischendorf, a Russian, in 
léov. He bougiat 1t from the monks Or 
Sc. Catherine on Mt. Sinai, and 1b 
Siayed in the library of tie Czar of 
kussia till it was sold by the Soviets 
to Great Britain in 1934 for $510,0u0, 
where it now lies in the British mu- 
seum. It contains a large portion of 
tne Old Testament, and the entire 
New ‘Testament. 

The Vatican manuscript in the 
Vatican library contains nearly as 
much of the Bible as the Sinaitic, 
and some claim it is more accurate. 
It has the wnhoie Bible as far as Heb. 
9:14, while the Sinaitic has all the 
New Testament. The Vatican and the 
Sinaitic both date about 350 A.D. 

Of course, there are many other 
manuscripts that are very old. 

However, our point is that by com- 
paring these 4,v00 manuscripts with 
each other, we are able to approach 
the very words of God as revealed to 
the divine writers of the Old and 
New Testaments. There are about 
200,000 variations, or different ways of 
saying the same thing, found in tnese 
manuscripts. Dr. Schatf divides these 
variations into three classes. 

Some manuscripts omit lines and 
clauses. Some make additions, prob- 
ably due to some comment otf the 
copyist, or paraphrases and explana- 
tions. Some substitute one word for 
another that is similar. But by com- 
paring with older manuscripts and 
by receiving the text of a majority, 
we arrive at the true words revealed 
by the Spirit to the holy men wno 
wrote the Bible. 

There are about 200,000 of these 
variations. Only a little over 400 of 
these variations affect the sense. Of 
these 400 only fifty are really im- 
portant, and not one of these fifty 
variations affects any article of faith 
or precept of duty, which, as Dr. 
Schaff says, “is not abundantly sus- 
tained by other and undoubted pas- 
sages, or by the whole tenor of scrip- 
ture teaching.” They teach precisely 
the same Christianity. 

What we are attempting to say is 
that by textual criticism we may ar- 
rive approximately at the very Word of 
God, and may claim that as the Bible 
was revealed to these ancient men, 
they received the very words of God. 
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BIBLE GOD-BREATHED 

The trend of Bible criticism today 
is away from radical higher criticism 
as too blatant and blasphemous, too 
irreverent and rationalistic. But while 
the swing is toward a supernatural 
revelation and a divine inspiration, 
yet with the difficulties of the canon, 
and the discrepancies of the text, to- 
gether with the apparent conflict 
between the Bible and science, which 
is not a conflict at all, when properly 
explained, some modern teachers, un- 
Willing to give up the Word of God, 
have tried to explain that the Bible 
contains the Word, not is the Word 
of God, and that we must depend on 
the Holy Spirit to reveal God’s Word 
to us, since we cannot depend on the 
very words themselves. They say the 
Bible is the infallible rule of faith and 
practice, but it is not inerrant. 

This writer claims that it not only 
is infallible, but also inerrant, if we 
admit the original documents were 
verbally inspired. This claim is not 
made tor the versions and transla- 
tions but the original Greek and He- 
brew scriptures. 

God inspired these men and re- 
vealed to them His thought and en- 
abled them to write it down in words 
of which the Spirit approved, for 
thought can only be revealed by 
words. The writers say time and 
again, “The word of the Lord came 
to me,” “Thus spake the Lord,” “It 
was revealed unto me,” and the apos- 
tles were guaranteed inspiration by 
Jesus Himself. 

Paul tells us that Old Testament 
scriptures were God-breathed, and 
Peter says, Holy men of God spake 
as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost. And the apostles claimed for 
themselves a like inspiration, and 
they had the right as Christ’s ap- 
pointees to reveal His will. 

The church and her authority to 
call men to repentance depends on 
the Word of God as divinely inspired 
and without question. Let her min- 
isters stand where the prophets and 
apostles stood, and let them say, The 
Word of the Lord says unto you. This 
Bible is that very Word. Hear it, and 
repent and believe the gospel and you 
shall be saved. Let our seminaries 
cease this doctrine that the Bible con- 
tains the Word of God, but is not 
necessarily the Word of God. To be 
sure, God’s Spirit alone can work faith 
in the heart, but with the Sword of 
the Spirit, the hammer that breaks 
the rock in pieces, we have a more 
sure word of prophecy when we clasp 
the Bible and say, This is the very 
Word of God. The reason for the fail- 
ure of evangelism is the skepticism 
wrought by the church in its neglect 
to stand on the Word of God.

Commit thy works unto the Lord and 
thy thoughts shall be established,” 
Prov. 16:2,3. Receive His Word and 
receive Him as your Savior. “As many 
as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, even 
to them that believe on his name,” 
John 1:12. You must believe. Unbelief 
brings, firstly, unthankfulness; sec- 
ondly, rebellious feelings; thirdly, re- 
fusal to accept God’s plan. You must 
realize that as a sinner you are lost 
and undone. Call upon the name of 
the Lord for forgiveness and power. 
Do not put it off, for the Bible says, 
“Today is the day of salvation.” You 
cannot save yourself, but Christ can 
save you. Reminded of that, turn to 
Him for it. Remember that you are at 
enmity with God, but when saved you 
become His friend.
